GERMANS ARE DRIVING 
"RUSSIANS NEAR DVINSK 


Czar’s Forces Still Attack- 
ing Along Stripa River. 
French Lose Small Part of 
Captured Trenches, | 


London, November 4.—The defeat of 
the Greek government in the chamber 
of deputies and the consequent resigna- 
tion of the Zaimis cabinet is the latest 
sensation afforded by the Balkans, 

An Athens dispatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph company says that the en- 
tire press, as well as the political 
leaders, predict dissolution of the 
chamber. 

While it was understood that Eleu- 
therios Venizelos, former premier, had 
the power to turn the government out 
whenever he desired, having the ma- 
jority in the chamber, the faH of Zaimis 
came unexpectedly, as it was believed 
that the leader of the majority had de- 
cided to accord the premier sufficient 
support to enable him to remain in of- 
fice, for the present, at least. 

Government Loses, 147 te 114. 

As so often happens, however, a vote 
of confidence was demanded by the 
government on a matter of minor im- 
portance—some difference of opinion 
between M. Venizelos and the minister 
of war, General Yanakitsas, on military 
proposals—and the government was de- 
feated, 147 to 114. 5 

By handing the resigwation of his 
cabinet to King Constantine, M. Zaimis 
again places on the king the respon- 
sibility of deciding the future policy 
of his country. In London the first 
impression was that the government's 
defeat would mean the immediate re- 

call. of M. Venizelos and the fulfill- 
ment of the original agreément be- 
' tween him and the allied powers to go 
to Serbla's assistance. 

; In ta beef the news ca a dis- 
tinct hy on the stock © xchange. 
Later dispatches from Athens. how-. 
ever, indicated a possible dissolution 
of parliament. Should this occur, it 
would be at least two months before 
an election could be held and the new 
chamber meet. In the meantime, either 
the Zaimis cabinet, the resignation of 
which has not yet been accepted, with 
perhaps a change in the ministry of 
war, or some other cabinet favoring 
the king’s policy of continued neutral- 
ity, would have charge of affairs, and 
consequently there would be no change 
in the military situation. 

Might Not Join Allies. 

Even should M. Venizelos be called 
upon to form a new government, it is 
not certain that he would join the al- 


New York, November 4.—President 
Wilson opened the administration cam- 
paign for its national defense program 
in a comprehensive and carefully pre- 
pared address delivered here tonight 
at the Manhattan club banquet. He 
declared solemnly that the United 
States had no aggressive purposes, but 
must be prepared to defend itself in 
order to assume “full liberty and self- 
development.” Significantly, he said 
that “with ourselves in this great mat- 
ter we associate all the peoples of our 
own hemisphere,” adding that “we 
wish not only for thie United States, 
but for them the fullest freedom of 
independent growth of action.” 

The predisent was received with en- 
thusiastic applause as he entered the 
banquet hall and during his address. 
The hall was decorated with Ameri- 
can flags and ‘filled even to the gal- 
leries with democrats happy over their 
vietory on Tuesday in New York city. 
When the president arose to speak 
everyone got up and applauded until 
he was forced to signal for quiet. 

Force Speaking Everywhere. 

“Within a year,” said the president, 
“we have witnessed what we did not 
think possible, a great European cet 
flict involving many of the greatest 
nations of the world. The influences & 
of the great war are 8 Ri 
the ar.

He 
said it represented “the best profes- 
sional and expert opinion of the coun- 
try,” and gave warning that “if men 
differ with me in this vital matter, 
ghall ask them to make it clear how 
far and in what way they are interest- 
ed in making the permanent interests 
of the country safe against ee

“All this is very clear to us and will, 
I confidently predict, become more and 
more clear to the whole world as the 
great processes of the future untfold 
themselves. It is with a full con- 
sciousness of such principles and such 
amibitions that we are asking our- 
selves at the present time what our 
duty is with regard to the armed force 
of the nation. Within a year we have 
witnessed what we did not believe pos- 
sible, a great European conflict in- 
volving many of the greatest nations 
of the world. The influences of a great 
War are everywhere in the air. All 
Europe is embattled. Force everywhere 
speaks out with a loud and imperious 
voice in a titanic struggle of govern- 
ments, and from one end of our own 
dear coun to the other men are ask- 
ing one another what our own force is, 
how far we are prepared to maintain 
ourselves against any interference with 
our national action or development. 

Ne Force fer A 

“In no man's mind, I am sure, is there 
even raised the question of the wilful 
use of force on our part against any 
nation — any peopie. No matter what 
military or naval force the Umited 
States might develop. statesmen 
throughout the whole world might rest 
assured that we were gathering that 
force, not for attack in any quarter, 
not for aggression of any kind, not for 
the satisfaction of any political or in- 
ternational ambition, but merely to 
make sure of our own security. We 
have it in mind to be prepared, but not 
for war, but only for defense; and with 
the thought constantly in our minds 
that the principles we hold most dear 
can be achieved by the slow processes 
of history only in the kindly and whole- 
some atmosphere of peace, and not by 
the use of hostile force. The mission 
of America in the world ig es- 
sentially a mission of peace and 
good will among men. She has 
become the home and asylum of 
men of all creeds and races. Within 
her hospitable borders they have found 
homes and congenial associations and 
freedom and a wide and cordial wel- 
come, and they have become part of 
the bone and sinew and spirit 6f Ameri- 
ca itself. America has been made up 
out of the nations of the world and is 
the friend of the nations of the world. 

But we feel justified in preparing 
ourselves to vindicate our right to in- 


dependent and unmolested action by 


making the force that is in us ready 
for aagertion. 

And we know that we can do this 
in a way that will be itself an illus- 
tration of the erican spirit. In ac- 
cordance with our American traditions 
we wart and shall work for only an 
army adequate to the constant and 
legitimate uses of times of interna- 
tional peace. But we do want to feel 
that there is a great body of citizens 
who have received at least the most 
rudimentary and. necessary forms of 
military training; that they will be 
ready to form themselves into a fight- 
ing force at the call of the nation, 
and that the nation has the munitions 
and supplies with which to equip them 
without delay should it be necessary to 
call them into action. We wish to 
supply them N the training they 
need, and we think we can do so with- 
out calling them at any time too lon 
away from their civilian pursuits. 

It is with this idea, with this con- 
ception, in mind that the plans have 
been made which it will be my priv- 
lege to lay before the congress at its 
next session.

If men differ with me in this vital 
matter, I shall ask them to make it 
clear how far and in what way they 
are interested in making the perma- 
nent interests of the country safe 
against disturbance. 

In the fulfillment of the program I 
propose I shall ask for the hearty sup- 
port of the country, of the rank and 
file of America, of men of all shades of 
political opinion. For my position in 
this important matter is different from 
that of the private individual who. is 
free to speak his own thoughts and to 
risk his own opinion in this matter. 
We are here dealing with things that 
are vital to the life of America itself.

Resolutions for Fire Escape 
Appropriations for Schools 
Are Adopted—Mayor Will 
Not Veto Sheet. 


* 


The aldermanic board concurred in 
council’s adoption of the general ap- 
portionment ‘sheét for October yester- 
day afternoon and now the proposition 
of the city government having an ap- 
portionment sheet is up to Mayor 
Woodward. 

The mayor intimated Thursday that 
he would not veto the apportionment 
sheet, as concurred in by the alder- 
manic board, as he had done before, 
but said that he would not “approve” 
it. He did not think that he ought to 
take action twice on practically the 
same sheet. 

By not passing on the apportion- 
ment sheet it was generally understood 
that the sheet would become effective 
within four days, but this belief that 
was held around city hall was some- 
what gloomed by an interpretation 
from City Attorney James L. Mayson, 
who ruled that if the mayor took no 
action on the apportionment sheet 
within four days that council and the 
aldermanic board would again be com- 
pelled to pass the sheet for it to becom 
effective. 

Raling of City Attorney. 

The city attorney’s ruling was as 
follows: 

“The charter provides that the mayor 
shall either approve or disapprove of 
Papers passed by council within four 
days. Nowhere does the_charter pro- 
vide that a measure on which the mayor 
fails to act becomes a law at the expi- 
ration of four days. As a result, I have 
always advised council that when the 
mayor fails to act on a measure that 
council should proceed to repass it as 
if it had been vetoed. This is the per- 
fectly safe course. Should council not 
act in this way there is no law to 
determine whether or not the measure 
is effective.” 

At the beginning of the meeting o 
the aldermanic board Mayor Woodwar 
appeared before the body and informed 
them that the city charter stipulated 
that for funds to be transferred from 
one department to another department 
of the city it required an ordinance ef- 
fecting the transfer, and that it was 
irregular, and not sanctioned by the 
charter, wherever funds were trans- 
ferred by resolution. 

Every alderman present agreed that 
the mayor's view was correct, but, re- 
gardless of the warning of the mayor, 
and firm in the belief that he would 
approve certain resolutions transfer- 
ring funds to the purpose of building 
a fire escape at the Tenth street school 
and another fire escape at the Boys’ 
high school, the aldermanic board went 
ahead and concurred in these resolu- 
tions, which had been introduced in 
council by Alderman Armistead. 

Mayor’s Views Are Upheld. 

A similar resolution transferring $100 
from the Tenth street annex open-air 
fund for grading purposes to the Fast 
Atlanta school was -non-concurred in 
by the aldermanic” board, alderman 
Thompson, Kelley and Ragsdale declar- 
ing that they were in favor of uphold- 
ing the mayor’s interpretation of the 
charter unless the matter was urgent 
as in the cases of the fire escapes. 
Alderman Seawright asked the mayor 
before he left the meeting if he would 
approve the resolutions, if concurred in 
by the board, transferring the money 
for the purposes of building the fire 
escapes at the Tenth street school and 
the Boys’ high school. he mayor 
did not reply, but Alderman Thompson 
and others declared afterwards that 
they“ were voting for the resolutions 
simply because they had seen Mayor 
Woodward “wink” his approval to Al- 
derman Seawright. *

House for Unemployed, the story of its 
accomplishment reached the national bureau 
of labor, and monthly reports were asked 
for by the government. ‘Subsequently the 
Atlanta organization was asked to send a 
delegate to the California convention deal- 
ing with the problems of the unemployed, 
though only employment agencies under 
state and federal direction were represented 
at the convention. 

These incidents, the testimony of many 
citizens and the actual records of Work 
accomplished emphasize the worthiness of 
the appeal being made to council to make 
the employment bureau a permanent in- 
stitution under city diréction. Such an 
institution would help the unemployed in a 
businesslike, systematic way, applying the 
principle of aiding the worthy and industri- 
ous out of employment, and at the same 
time separating that aid from the tradi- 
tional idea of mere temporary relief or mis- 
guided charity. 


TO FIGHT THE BOLL WEEVIL. 


If the Georgia legislature proposes to 
render adequate assistance to the farmers 
of the state in fighting the Mexican cotton 
boll weevil. and enabling them to make 
reasonable crops in spite of its presence, 
there is no doubt that it will have to make 
a substantial appropriation to meet the ex- 
penses of this campaign. 

House and senate leaders in conference 
with officials of the state department of 
entomology and farmers, bankers and mer- 
chants, particularly from that section which 
the weevil has already infested, are agreed 
that this apropriation should not be less 
than $100,000. The Constitution is not pre- 
pared to say exactly what amount should 
be appropriated, but there is no question 
that if substantial and definite results are 
to be attained as the result of the campaign 
it will require a good round sum. 

It was all very well to appropriate a few 
thousand dollars for boll ‘weevil education 
and cotton-breeding purposes before the 
weevil made its appearance in this state; 
but now it is here and we are dealing with 
an actual condition instead of a theory. 
The same appropriation which sufficed for

of using ink privately and on print paper, 
of keeping your household ‘in socks and 
stockings, of upholstering your furniture, of 
Placing rugs on your floors (especially the 
cheaper class of rugs, for the oriental rug 
uses vegetable dyes). As President Stone, 
of the Aniline Dye and Chemical company, 
declared last fall, when the war broke out, 
if some arrangement were not made, the 
United States would have to wear altogether 
whites and blacks.

Colors and Oils. 


Colors and the oils that go in the mak- 
ing of colors have increased from 45 cents to 
$12 a gallon for one oil, from 20 cents to $3 
a pound for such blacks as are used in ho- 
siery, from 15 cents to $1 a pound for such 
blues and indigoes as appear in denims, from 
30 cents a pound to $1.45 for such garnets 
as you see in silks, from 10 cents to $2.29 for 
such blacks as you see in men’s suitings. It 


is true that color composes only a fraction. 


of one per cent of the first cost of an arti- 
cle. The point is that that fraction of one 
per cent is the king-pin of the situation. in 
many articles. If you will multiply the 16 
cents a yard by the number of backs that 
wear blue suits, or the fraction of a cent a 
yard by the number of bipeds that wear black 
stockings, you will have an idea what a 
shortage of fifteen million dollars’ worth of 
dyes means when you work it out in figures 
of a ninety- million population. You can hard- 
ly put your hand on an article you are wear- 
ing or on a piece of furniture in your house 
that is not affected by the shortage of dyes. 

But increased cost to the wearer is not 
the worst industrially. In factories using 
dyes—textile arts, paper houses, leather man- 
ufacturers, silk and satin paint plants, har- 
ness shops, tanneries, implement houses—are 
two million workers, whose living directly 
depends on a full supply of dyes. Five thou- 
sand factories in the United States, repre- 
senting two million dollars of capital, must 
have dyes, or shut up shop. Since the war 
broke out, these factories have been running 
five and four and three days a week. Lancas- 
ter mills at time of writing are on four days’ 
= Some of the silk mills are on five days 
t Me. 


Why Dependent on Europe? 


How comes it that the United States has 
become so dependent on Kurope for dyes? 

The story is a long and intricate one. 
Since about 1893, the United States has man- 
ufactured only 20 per cent of the dyes re- 
quired in this country. The balance of dyes 
required have come from Europe—the most 
from Germany. Just about the time the tar- 
iff makers of the United States discriminated 
against United States dye manufacturers, Ger- 
many began perfecting wonderful inventions 
and combinations of coal tar colors. When 
the United States had perfected about 200 
colors, Germany had perfected 900 colors 
and tints. Qwing to the difference in wages, 
it costs the German manufacturer only 40 
per cent as much to produce dyes as it cost 
the American manufacturer, If anyone wants 
the figures on this, they can be obtained by 
writing to President Stone, the leading au- 
thority on dyes in the United States, The 
consequence was that American dye factories 
dwindied down to five, employing perhaps 
in all five thousand people, and the German 
dye industry increased to 50,000 workers, 
with five times that number making a living 
in the dye towns. It was cheaper for even 


-the American factory to import raw material 


and refine this into dyes than to manufac- 
ture directly from the coal; so that of the 
five American factories three really worked 
dependent on Germany for intermediate 
roducts. 

N This term “intermediates,” of which there 
are 300, needs an explanation, As was well 
known to our granamothers, the vegetable 
dyés had soft, beautiful colors; but the colors 
were hard to make “fast.” Mordants had 
to be used to give them a grip fast and 
fixed, impervious to rain and sunshine. Be- 
sides, the number of vegetable dyes was lim- 
ited to half a dozen. Then came the inven- 
tion of the aniline dyes, from coal distilla- 
tion by great heat and great pressure. The 
coal tar was distilled by more heat and 
great pressure to the “intermediates, I for- 
ot how many cases of distillation under dif- 
erent pressure there were—some 300, I think; 
but there resulted the basic oils for colors. 
These oils treated to certain chemicals went 
out in pastes and salts as colors. As stated, 
the United States had about 200, Germany 
900; and the American color men before the 
war were largely dependent on Germany for 
the intermediate oils. 

Aniline and Vegetable Dyes. 


The superiority of the aniline dyes to the 
vegetable ell was three-fold: First, they 
didn't need the same trouble with mordants 
to make them “fast;” second, they could be 
handled much more easily—fewer involved 

rocesses for the factory; third, they gave a 
prilliancy and variety of tints impossible from 
vegetable colors. It was as if the sunlight 
imprisoned in the coal for a billion centuries 
were liberated by the distillation into all 
the tints and flashes of sunlight decomposed 
by the spectrum analysis of clouds. Aniline 
dyes are exactly the tints you see in a beauti- 
ful changing sunset when rain clouds on the 
horizon play the part.of a spectrum analysis 
splitting white light into its component parts 
and combining it in a multitude of shifting 
tints to the angle of the sinking sun. 

Now please remember the oils distilled as 
“intermediates.” Unfortunately many of 
these olis are the most important constitu- 
ents of munition explosives. When the war 
broke out two things happened. Germany 
wanted those oils for her own expl Ives. 
Great powder and chemical companies in 
the United States, which‘ had formerly sup- 
plied the oils to the American dye works, also 
wanted those chemicals for explosives. The 
result was that some of the oils 2 in 
price from 45 cents a gallon to $12. 

Our Dye Shortage. 

The next trouble came with the announce- 
ment of the marine bleckade. Germany’ 
wanted cotton. She refused to ship dyes to 
the United States unless the United States 
shipped cotton to Germany. Dyes were to 
be used us a crowbar * pry open the Brit- 
sh blockade against cotton. 

The immediate result to the United States 
was the shortage of dyes. The other result 
was that all he United States dye factories 
at once prepared to double their output. Big 
ö tories in the United States which had cok- 
chemical departments, like the 
U. 8. Steel, the Du Pont Powder, the Edison 
works, Standard Oil, began to prepare ovens 
to distil the intermediates; but here the snag 
came in again. The need was so urgent for 
explosives and the price paid so high that 
the by-products of coal tar were immediate- 
ly snapped up for explosives, leaving the dye 
works still as short as ever, 

~ Also simultaneously with the shortage de- 
gan the great talk of new processes with 
million-dollar bonds to float these processes; 
and use of the real shortage of dyes, the 
press unconsciously loaned itself as “barker” 


ning of the war that they are the only peo- 
pie who can make dyestuffs. Any industry 
may become localized. For instance, the 
manufacture of cellulose, as well as the 
wood-distilling industry, has taken a greater 
development in the wood-covered sections of 
the United States than in Germany or any 
other country of the world. In the -begin- 
ning the Germans made dyes for their own 
Purposes. Later, when other markets called 
for the product, Germany was advantageous- 
ly situated to supply this demand, having 
the raw materials, trained workers and pre- 
viously established plants. It was only left 
for the industry to grow. The aniline dye 
consumers of the United States can have all 
the dyes they want provided they are willing 
to make the necessary investments of capi- 
tal and to submit to the risk of uncertain 
profits by starting their own dye manufac- 
turing establishments here in the United 
States, instead of, as in the past, favoring 
imported dyes. 

The annual dye importation into this 
country has a value of only $9,000,000. The 
magnitude and earning capacity of the larg- 
est German chemical enterprises, however 
imposing they may be, look less important 
if you take into consideration that some of 
these companies have been in existence for 
more than half a century. Much younger 
American chemical enterprises, which make 
American specialties—for instance, the Hast- 
man Kodak company, which sends its films 
and photographic papers through the world 
—have annual earnings decidedly greater 
than the most successful German chemical 
works of much older existence. Nor is the 
value of the output of some of our largest 
purely chemical companies much less impor- 
tant than that of the German concerns. 

This country is now the greatest producer 
of sulphuric acid, with an annual production 
of abeut 3,000,000 tons. Yet it is not so long 
ago that the first maker of sulphuric acid 
had trouble to find purchasers for a trifling- 
ly small production of a few tons per week. 
It needed the opportunity of a home market; 
by and by this market was created through 
the refining processes of petroleum after the 
discovery of our oil fields; the discovery of 
natural phosphates and the resultant indus- 
try of superphosphates; the use of dynamite 
for blasting; the development of the glucose 
industry; electrolytic copper refining, etc. 
These and other new industries required 
large amounts of sulphuric acid and gave 
this country an opportunity of developing 
sulphuric acid manufacturing to its present 
magnitude. The same reasoning holds good 
for all of our industries. It is very doubtful 
whether the talented foreigners, who have 
now become famous in chemical manufactur- 
ing, would have tied their initiative and en- 
terprise by specializing in coal tar dye man- 
ufacturing had they had the limitless oppor- 
tunities of an immense undeveloped country 
like ours, to which to give outlet to their 
spirit of pioneership 

Others of our chemical industries, better 
suited to our local conditions“ have taken 
such an enormous. development here as to 
make the United States an undisputed leader 
in at least some of them. Such products as 
the various acids and salts, aluminum, arti- 
ficial abrasives, calcium carbide, soda and 
caustic alkalies, bleaching powder, chlorine 
products, electrolytic copper, are decidedly 
more imposing in value and in economic im- 
portance than the few million in imported 
coal tar dyes. 

If there had been a shortage in some of 
the products of our electrochemical indus- 
tries, the consequences to our national eco- 
nomics would have been 80 serious that the 
present complaint of our aniline dye users 
would have sounded like a timid whisper, 
compared with the bellowing lamentations of 
so many more important industries which 
would have become absolutely paralyzed. The 
fact is that few men realize how many indus- 
tries are directly dependent on the work of 
American chemists. If the aniline dye indus- 
try has been neglected in this country, there 
are many good reasons for it; not only was 
the possibility of reasonable profits too scant 
to offer special inducement to clever-headed 
business men for risking their capital in this 
branch of manufacturing wnen they had so 
much better choice in other cnannels of en- 
terprise, but the first raw material, suitable 
coal tar, was not abundantly available here 
as it is in Europe, for the simple reason that 
this country long ago discarded the older and 
more expensive methods of gas manufactur- 
ing still generally used in Europe, and which 
give coal tar as a by-product. The less ex- 
pensive and simpler water-gas process adopt- 
ed in the United States gives no suitable 
gas-tar; it is only late, by the introduction. 
of the by-product coke ovens, that we can 
look forward to an almost unlimited supply 
of coal-tar. 

In the meantime, the German manufac- 
turers, while possessing every opportunity 
and inducement for specializing in these 
coal-tar industries, could afford to concen- 
trate their efforts so as to supply not only 
their home consumption and that of the 
United States, but that. of the whole world. 

If hitherto our chemists have been defi- 
cient in this especial line, we can, with some 
satisfaction, point to better efforts in other 
chemical industries. It is not sufficiently 


“Known how many research chemists in our 


different American manufacturing establish- 
ments are busily occupied in studying and 
improving manufacturing processes, nor 
what large sums of money are devoted ev- 
ery year to industrial chemical research. It 
we hear it constantly repeated that some of 
the largest German chemical companies have 
hundreds of chemists, it is less known that 
right here in the United States the number of 
chemists employed in some of our better or- 
ganized chemical enterprises is scarcely less.

Retin It has been proven so. he average 
armer pays a great deal more in dollars 
and cents for his repairs, lost time and gen- 
eral inconvenience, than his contribution to @ 
Rood road will amount to. 

Most of us are acquainted wih the so- 
called road laws—long since antiquated—in 
operation in many of our counties. in many 
cases the money for road improvement is 
Spent in the district in which the tax is raised 
—irrespective of the relative physical needs 
of the balance of the county, or its relation 
to the community affected. 

What happens is this: When the tax 
money is available, the supervisor calls his 
men together, and gives the roads here and 
there a “lick and a promise; frequently 
cleans out the ditches—not Knowing whether 
they have the proper fall or not—and throws 
the muck, weeds and grass in the road. 
The first “trash-moving”’ rain that comes 
along puts the new work back in the ditches 
and as the road money is spent, the folks 
simply endure it for another year, when the 
Same process is repeated. 

Of course, a great deal of permanent, in- 
telligent work is done each year, but prob- 
ably one-third of the money spent in Georgia, 
po ll on her roads is practically thrown 

The great immediate value of having a 
state highway commission, to the weaker 
counties especially, is the expert engineering 
and construction advice always at their dis- 
posal. In this work the United States gov- 
ernment heartily co-operates, but Georgia 
is not in a position to secure the full benefit 
of federal assistance on account of not having 
the proper agency in operation to receive it. 

Uniform road laws in the various coun- 
ties are another prime essential to a compre- 
hensive highway System throughout the state. 
Every mile of road built in Georgia, to get 
the full benefit of it, should be considered as 
an integral part of the Georgia road system. 
Every new road built, whether of dirt or per- 
manent paving, should receive due ensidera- 
tion, and be constructed in the most intelli- 
gent manner, compatible with the services re- 
quired and the appropriation available. 

An average cost of $1,500 per mile would 
probably approximate a fair estimate of the 
average cost per mile throughout the state. 
This means that the 100,000 miles of roads im 
Georgia represent an investment of $150,000,- 
000. Only a small portion of these roads are 
intelligently or systematically maintained. 

t must be apparent to any thinking man 
that such an enormous investment affecting 
the direct welfare of every man, woman and 
child in the state, needs the best supervision 
and intelligent aid it is possible to obtain. 

Florida has recently pointed the way in 
establishing her highway commission that 
should commend itself at least to our most 
careful consideration. In this instance the 
Florida legislature passed a law creating the 
commission and giving the governor power 
of appointment; one member from each con- 

ressional district, and one from the state-at- 
arge, whose members serve without compen- 
sation. beyond their official expenses. hey 
in turn will meet, organize and elect a state 
road commissioner, who will devote his en- 
tire time to the office at a 2 sufficiently 
Attractive to insure the mployment of a 
high-class official. 

There are many capable, public-spirited 
citizens in every section of Georgia—success- 
ful men—with no political alliances or obli- 
gations, who are capable and available to 
Serve on this commission, and whose un- 
selfish activities. in behalf of their state, 
in this capacity, will insure the respect, con- 
fidence and support of the people. 

The need of this organization is so plainly 
apparent, after being carefully considered, 
that it should be established without unnec- 
essary delay.

To 
submit to the legally qualified voters of the 
several counties of the state upon petition of 
20 per cent of the qualified voters of such 
county, desiring to avail themselves of the 
provisions of this act, the questions: (1) The 
absolute prohibition of manufacture, sale and 
handliag for the purpose of sale, of any al- 
coholic, spirituous, malt, vinous or intoxicat- 
ing liquors by any person, firm or corpora- 
tion in such county, with certain exceptions 
and limitations as are herein provided; 
(2) The licensed and regulated manufacture 
and sale of such liquora; (3) County dis- 
pensary under supervision and control of 
county authority; to provide for the calling, 
manner of holding and the determining and 
deciaring of the result ef such election, and 
to provide for a second election upon the 
two leading propositions voted for in said 
first election, in the event a majority of 
the qualified voters in said first election fail 
to vote for either one of the questions 
therein submitted, and to provide for the 
calling; manner of holding and the de- 
termining and declaring of the result of 
gaid second election.

First— By absolutely prohibiti the

To provide for 
the selection of commissioners, officers and 
employers for the proper conducting of such 
dispensary, fix their term of office, duties,

to provide for the disbursement of profits 
derived therefrom and for the auditing of 
the books thereof.

THE WAREHOUSE BILLS BEFORE

The senate committee on agricul- 

ture yesterday afternoon recommended 

for passage the Walker-Mangham state 
warehouse bill. 

The house committee on agriculture, 

No. 1, had the Shipp bill, which is in-

The Walker-Mangham bill provides 
for the creation of a state warehouse 
commission which shall have super- 
vision of a etate licensed warehouse 
system. This commission is to be com- 
posed of five members, as follows: The 
commissioner of agriculture, the com- 
missioner of commerce and labor, the 
state treasurer and two members to 
be appointed by the governor. The 
chairman of the commission is to be 
elected by the commission, for a term 
of three years. 

The system is to be self-sustaining, 
the money for maintaining it to be de- 
rived from license fees and examina- 
tion fees, each to be $15 for the first 
thousand bales of cotton and $2.50 per 
thousand or fraction thereof above. 

The chairman of the commission is 
to receive $1,000 annually, and $1,000 
annually is to be divided between the 
other four commissioners. 

J. J. Brown, president of the Geor- 
ia farmers’ union, appeared before the 
ouse agricultural committee in ad- 
vocacy of the Shipp warehouse bill, 
but urged that the committee act with 
the utmost deliberation, and, it
